Except in parts of the southern district 
and the southern portion of the central 
district, where work has been delayed by 
wetsotl, the conditions have been favorable 
for carrying on'farming operations during 
the first; two wrekd in April, both on account 
of the .weather and of the mellow condition 
of the soil. Conditions have not however 
been favorable for tho germination and 
growth of vegfitation. The weather has 
been to cold and except as previously stated 
the soil has been loo dry. As a consequence 
vegetation is not now in a seasonable state 
of advancement, In many localities rain, 
is.badly needed. .Froste were of frequent 
occurence in the northern and central dis- 
tricts, and of occasional occurence in- the 
Southern district. ! High winds have dried 
out the soil rapidly, In the northern and 
cental districts it is believed there hna been 
slight deterioration in the condition of 
wheat due mainly to dry weather and to 
exposure of ' roots by high winds, which 
blow away the Boil, • In the southern dis- 
trict where more favorable conditions of 
moisture have prevailed, some improve- 
ment in the crop is apparent, The average 
condition of the crop throughout the state 
would, therefore, appeornot to have chang- 
ed greatly. The growth of wheat has been 
slightly retarded by cold weather. - In 
some localities rye is not doing well, but 
its general condition is fair to good. The 
seeding of onta'has progressed fairly well, 
and in some localities is entirely completed. 
The crop hna, however, been put into the 
ground rather laic. Conditions cave not 
been favorable for germination, und it is 
feared many fields will have to be re-sown. 
In some localities oats that are now op look 
fine, and in others very poor. Many farm- 
ers have begun to prepare earn ground. 
The cold, dry weather of the pant two 
weeks haj been unfavorable for pastures 
and meadows; Reports regarding the con- 
dition of grasses vary i considerably, how- 
ever. In some local at Les the prospects are 
reported to be very fine, while in others 
they are very /poor. Rain is needed for 
meadowB and pastures in nearly all parts 
of the ..state. The condition^ [ot cjqverjs 
lesa favorable than thut of 'other" grasses.- 
Fair progress has been made in gardening 
and potato planting, but. cold weather has 
retarded, the growth of gardens.- Fruit 
buds nre swelling,' and the prospects for 
larger fruits, except peaches; are generally 
good, In parts of the southern district 
and the southern portion of the central 
district the prospects seem favorable for a 
fair peach crop, .

Nntlve of New Jersey, 

Dr. Talmnge was born In Gatevllle, 
now Bound Brook, N. J., Jnn. 7, 1832, 
and was consequently In his seventieth 
year. His father was a farmer ,ot strong 
and vigorous character and his mother a 
woman of exceptional energy; his ances- 
tors wore Americana nnd members of the 
Reformed Church from n period antedat- 
ing the revolution. Dr. Talmage studied, 
law at tho University of New -York nnd 
graduated with high honors, but, per- 
suaded by his relatives nnd probably feel- 
ing the inspiration himself, be entered 
the New Brunswick Seminary, of The- 
ology. 

His first pastorate waB thnt of the Re- 
formed Church' of Belleville, N. ?., but 
bis eloquence soon attracted attention, 
nnd he was In demand. In 18(19 be went 
to Syracuse, N. Y.,~ ■where his congrega- 
tion wns unusually critical and cultured, 
Here It was that Taluia go's. genius be- 
gan to assert Itself most effectively. Yet 
he served- an apprenticeship of seven 
years before he wns called to Brooklyn, 
Central Pxesbyterinn Church of that 
place, whose membership hod greatly 
dwindled, made the young divine an offer. 
He accepted, and within a few months 
his success had become so extraordinary 
that plans for a new tabernacle were un 
foot. In 1870 the first Brooklyn Taber- 
nacle was built, but Ore destroyed it, and 
twice ngaln visited this Bame floek. 
Made Ills Church Famous. 

Dr. Tqlmngc's fame had become so 
widely recognized and his * prcnchlng in 
such demand that the Brooklyn parish 
nlso had won a name-through Its pastor. 
It wbb consequently rich and powerful. 
New tabernacles arose inthc nshes of the 
old and nothing appeared to obstruct the 
minister's rapid rise. The quarter-cen- 
tury celebration held In May, 1801, nt 
Brooklyn Tabernacle Is well remembered. 
Dr. Talmnge was then In the xenlth at 
his renown. Soon after that* he, in a 
measure, retired from active ministerial 
duties'. He traveled much, lectured a 
great deal, and wns In' almost con*tant 
demand. He wrote not a little, was in 
the newspapers dally, and was mm of the 
-public men frequently sought for by the 
Interviewer. 

Dr. Talmagc's greatness, It Is generally 
ro needed, can he ascribed to bis power 
as nn orator; Coupled with this be hod 
the talent of simple and 'trenchant inter- 
pretation of the scriptures. He was ■ 
Christian of the. old school, if that ex* 
prcnslon may be employed. ' He did not 
run much to new thought, higher criti- 
cism or creed reform. Ho clung tenaci- 
ously to n plain, pure program of every- 
day morals and right living. He found 
enough noble texts In the Bible to supply 
him with Inspiration. 

He was n magnificent lecturer. Some 
of his flights of oratory are remembered 
ns being of surpassing improsslvcncss 
nnd plcturesquenoss. He drew lessons 
from everything. He talked to a pur- 
pose, hut nt the same time he garnished 
his sentences with beauty, nnd his voice, 
appearance and fire combined to enthrall 
and uplift tho hearer. 

Three Times Married. . 

Dr. Talmage waB married three times. 
His first wife, by whom ho had one child, 
wns Mary Avery of Brooklyn, whom he 
lost in 1802 by drowning. Siumu- 0. 
Whittemore of the same city was his sec- 
ond wife, and with licr- he lived many 
years and reared a family of bU children. 
She died seven years ago, nnd In Janu- 
ary, 161(3, ho married for the third time. 

His bride," now his widow, was Mrs. 
Charles Collier, a wealthy woman of-Al* 
legheny, Pa., whose husband, during; Ills 
Hfo,.wnB a" leading mciriher, of the local 
bar.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT SPEAKS 

AT THE CHARLESTON EXPOSITION. 




Wednesday wns "President's day" nt 
the Charleston exposition. The events 
of the day began wlth.n grand procession 
through the principal streets of diaries- 
ton, and afterward there wore speeches 
In ■ the exposition auditorium, tlie pre- 
sentation of a sword by the President to 
Maj, Micnh Jenkins, a luncheon ut tbe 
Woman's building nml inspection of the 
grounds nnd. buildings. The parade wns 
the most Important that Charleston has 
ever seen. 

Besides tho.Proslflmit and distinguish- 
ed visitors, United States artillerymen, 
United States marines and jaekies, there 
were soldiers' from various States aud 
cadets from two military' academies. 

At noon the President proceeded from 
the reviewing stand Into the atidltorliim, 
where tlie formal ceremonies took place. 
Addresses were nmde by Capt. F. W, 
Wagoner, president of the exposition 
company; Gov. McSweoticy of South 
Carolina, Gov. Aycock of North Caro- 
lina, Mayor Smyth of Charleston and the 
President of the United States. 

President ItooscvcU'a Speceli. 

Prcsldeut Boose velt spoke in part ns 
follows: • 

With delicate and thoughtful courtesy yo» 
originally nuked mc to come to lids exposi- 
tion on 'the birthday of Aurclinin Lincoln. 
The invitation not only showed a Due getter- 
natty nnd manliness lo you, my bests, hut 
it also ciuphnstzcil what hardly anything 
else could ha vc einplmslised lion'- completely 
we ttte now n united people. The woimils 
left li^tho great Civil Wnr, tncompornbiy 
tho greatest war of modern t lines, have 
hcnled and Us memories nre now priceless 
heritages .of liauar'utlkc to'* the, -North' aha 
to the South. The devotion, ttio sclf-sacrl- 
Gco, tho steadfast resolution nnd lofty, dar- 
ing, the high devotion to tho right as' each 
maa saw It. whether Northerner or South- 
erner—all these iiiiiilitieH of the men and 
women of the vnriy 'COa now glilne J u miaous 
nnd brilliant hefore our eyes, while the 
mists of anger ami hatred tit at once dim wed 
them linvc posned nway forever. 
. Alt of us, North ami South, can glory 
alike Id tho valor of the men who wore the 
gray. Those were Iron times nnd only Iron 
mca could Ught to lis terrible tlutsh tlie 
giant struggle between the bouts of (J rant 
and Lee. To us of the present any and to 
our .children and children's children, the 
valiant deeds, .the high endeavor and nlmc- 
Ration of self shown In tlmt struggle 'hy 
those who took part therein will remain for 
evermore to murk tho level to which we In 
our turn must rlsa whenever the hour of 
tho an tlim'H need may come. 

When four years ago thin nation was com- 
pelled to fnee ji foreign foe, tbe complele- 
ui'bd of the reunion became Instantly and 
strikingly evident. The war wns not one 
which en lied for the exercise of more than 
an Insignificant fraction of our strength nnd 
the strain put upon, us was slight* lo deed 
compared with the results. Hut It ■ wns a 
satisfactory thing to sec the way In which 
the sons of the soldier of the .Union and 
tho soldier of the Confederate leaped eager- 
ly forward, emulous to show la brotherly 
rivalry the qualities which had won renown 
for their fatbem, the men ot the great wnr. 
It was my good fortune to serve under nn 
ex- Confederate general, gallant old Joo 
Wheeler, who commanded tho cavalry di- 
vision at Sautlngo, • 

In mf regiment thcro were certainly as 
many men whose fathers had served tn tbe 
Southern ns there wnro men whose fathers 
had served In the Northern army. Among 
tbe captains there was opportunity to pro- 
mote only one to Held rank. The man who 
was singled out for this promotion because 
of conspicuous gallantry In the field was 
the son of a Confederate general and wns 
himself a citizen of this, the Palmetto State; 
and no American officer could wish to wareb 
to buttle beside a mare loyal, gallant and 
absolutely fearless comrade than my former 
cnptnlu und major, your fellow-cltlzeu, 
Ufcah Jenkins. . ■ 

A few months ago, o win R to the enforced 
absence of tba (iorernor of the Philippines, 
It was necessary to nominate a Vice Gov- 
ernor 'to tako his place— ouo of the more 
Important pin res In our Oovert-inont nt this 
time. I nominated as Vice Governor an ci- 
Confederate. Ocn. Luke Wright, of Tennes- 
see, It is, therefore, an ex-Con fed erntc who 
stands ns tbe exponent of this Government 
and this people In that groat group of Isl- 
ands In tho Eastern neas over which tbe 
American Bag floats. It Is an added proof 
of tho completeness of the reunion oc our 
country that Due of the foremost men who 
bnve -been Instrumental In driving forward 
the great work for clvllliatlon and human- 
ity In the Philippines has been a ninn wbo 
la the Civil War fought With distinction In 
a uniform of Confederate gray, 

Bcctlonnl Lines "Wiped Out. I 

If ever tho need comes In the future the 
past- hns rondo abundantly evident the fact 
that from this time on Northerner and 
Southerner will In war know only tho gen- 
erous desire to'strlvo how each can do tbe 
more effective service for tho flag of our 
common country. The same thing Is true 



In the endless work of peace, the n«rtr- 
cndJ»K work of bulldfag and keeping th« 
marvelous fabric of our Industrial pros- 
perity. The upbuilding of any part of our 
country is a. hencflt to tho whole, nnd evtry 
such effort ns this to stimulate the resources 
aud Industry of a particular section Is en- 
titled to tho heartiest support fromevery. 
quarter of the Union. Tliorou-ihly good na- 
tional work can be ilone only If each of us 
works hard for himself nnd at the same tints 
keeps const nntly In mind that bo must work 
lu conjunct I on with others.- 

Ynu have made a particular effort labour 
exhibition to get Into -touch with the West 
Indies, This Is wise. The events of tho 
lust four years have shown us that the 
West Indies and the Isthmus In the future 
occupy a for larger plu.ee' In our national 
policy than In the past. This Is prored by 
the negotiations for the purchase of the 
Dniilsh Islands, the ncqulnltlon of Porto 
Hii-o, the preparation for building an lath- 
mln ii ennui and llually by tho changed rela- 
tions which tbeso years have produced be- 
tween us and Cuba. Aa n nation we have 
an £«poctnl right to take honest pride In 
what we have done for Culm. Our critics 
abroad and nt home have Insisted thnt wo 
never Intended to lenvc the lulnuil. - But on 
tlie Wtb of next month Cuba becomes n free 
republic nnd we turn over to tlio Islanders 
Hie control of their own Government. It 
would bo very difficult (o flud a parallel In 
the conduct of nay other great state that 
Jws occupied such a position as ours. W* 
have kept onr ward and done our duty ]ust 
ns nn honest Individual In private life keeps 
bls'woid and docs his duty, 

He It remembered, moreover, that after 
our three years'- occupation ot the Island 
we turu It over to the Cubans In a better 
condition than It crer'Iins heen In all tho 
eeuturics of Spanish rule. This has a direct 
bearing upon our own welfare. 

We have rightfully Insisted upon Cuba 
adopting toward usnn attitude d Ifler lug polit- 
ics lly from that sho adopts toward 'any other 
power; and la return, as n matter of right, 
wo must give to Culm a different— that Is, 
n better— position economically In her rela- 
tions with us than wc give to other powers. 
This Is tho course dictated by- sound policy, 
by n wise and far-slfih ted Tlew of our own 
Interests, nnd by tbe position we hare taken 
during the past four years. We arc -a 
wealthy and powerful country, dealing with 
n much weaker one; and the contrast lu 
wealth nnd strength makes It nil the mora 
our duty to deal with Cuba as wc have at- 
crady dealt with tier, la a spirit of largo 
generosity, 

Period of Prosperity* 

This exposition la rendered possible be- 
cause of the period of industrial prosperity 
tlirougli which we are passing. The well- 
hclng Which we are now enjoying can be 
secured only through general business pros- 
perity, aud such prosperity Is conditioned 
upon the energy and hard work, the sanity 
and tbe mutual respect of all classes of cap- 
italists, large and small, of wnge-workers of 
every degree. As Is InevJ table la n time 
of business prosperity, some men succeed 
more than others, ana It Is unfortunately 
aUo Inevitable that when this Is tbe case 
some unwise people arc sure to try to appeal 
to tho envy aud Jealousy of tboBC who suc- 
ceed least. . . f 

It Is r good thing wliea these appeals are 
made to remember that while It la difficult 
to Increase prosperity by law It Is easy 
enough to ruin It, mid thnt there Is email 
satisfaction to the less prosperous If they 
succeed In overthrowing both the more pros- 
perous nnd themselves In the crash of a com- 
mon disaster. 

Wc an certain to fall It we adopt the 
policy of the demagogue who raves against 
the wealth which Is simply the form of em- 
bodied thrift, foresight and Intelligence; 
who would shut the door of opportunity 
ngnlnst those whose energy wo should es- 
pecially foster, by penalizing the qualities 
which tell for success. Just as little can 
we afford to follow those who fcflr to rccog- 
nlic Injustice and to endeavor to cut It out 
because the task Is dlfllcuH or even— If per- 
formed hy unskilled bands— dnngcrous. 

This lu nn era of great combinations, both 
ot Inbor and capital. In many ways these 
combinations have worked- for good, but 
they must work under tbe law, nnd the 
laws concerning them must bo Just und wise 
or they will Inevitably do evil; and this 
applies as much to tho richest corporation 
us to the most powerful labor union. Our 
laws must' tic wise,* sane, healthy, conceived 
In tbe spirit of those who scorn tho mere 
ngltntor, tbe mere inciter of class or sec- 
tional bntred; who wish Justice for all men, 
who recognize the need of adhering so far as 
possible to the old American doctrine of 
glvtnc the widest pass! Me scope for the free 
excrclso of Individual Initiative, nnd yet 
who recognize also that after combinations 
bnve reached n certain stage It Is Indispen- 
sable to tbe general welfare thnt tbe nation 
should exercise over them, cautiously and 
with self -restraint but firmly, the power of 
supervision and regulation. 

Above ail, the administration of the Gov- 
ernment, tho enforcement of the laws, must 
be fair nndhonest. The laws are not to be 
administered cither In the Interest of the 
poor man or the interest of the rich man. 
They are simply to be administered Justly— 
In tno Interest ot Justice to ench man, lie 
he rich or bo be poor, giving Immunity to 
no violator, whatever form the violation 
may assume. Such Is tbe obligation which 
every public scrrant takes and to it ho must 
be true under penalty of forfeiting the re- 
spect both of himself and of bis fellows.

Little Country In nn Uproar Which- 
May Mnrk tho Turning Point In tbe 
OenernX Evolution of the Universal 
Buffi-age Principle.' 



Tlio spirit of unrest lias broken out In 
Brussels. The visit of a dclegntlon of 
Spanish republican* deputies >was the sig- 
nal for demonstrations hy tlie socialists, 
When the Spaniards were ordered out 
of the country indignation tool* the form 
of a riot at tlie railroad station us they 
were, leaving, and when King Leoimld 
happened by. from Biarritz a forest of red 
(lags greeted him, nnd he -barely escaped 
a mobbing. Since then the little country 
lias been In nn Uproar that may not cul- 
minate without a Kerloiis clash : bet ween 
the soldiery and the people. The labor 
situation is omfuotis, while the cry. for' 
universal suilr'nge bus become more and 
more Imperative. 

, Apparently Belgium Is about to furnish 
an Interesting lest of Hie extent to which 
the Idea of universal suflrago is making 
headway In monarchical Europe. 

After months ot violent political dis- 
turbances, occasionally lending to open 
riot, the Belgian governmeilt confronts n 
serious crisis. The 'socialists, with the 
support of the liberal parly, are demand- 
ing a revision of the election lawn nud 
tho adoption of the "one man Dim vote" 
principle. Ostensibly Belgium 1ms uni- 
versal suffrage now, but the restrictions 
as to voting arc such that one man may 
cast three ballotswhere another casts hut 
one, A Belgian inny vote once If he has 
no property, twice If he tins a little real 
estate or a certain »um in the bank und 
three times If he has both property and 
certain educational qualifications. In 
this way nbout 2,100,1)00 votes arc cast 
by a total or only 1,400,000 voters. To 
complicate matters still further, the Bel- 
gian pa rll anient In 1809 adopted nn in- 
tricate system of "proportional represent-. 
at ion," which has the euTect of per-ieiu- 
ntlng the present party in power and pre- 
venting coalitions among the socialists, 
liberals and radlcnls, 

A dispatch from ha Louvlore, a town 
In the Province of Mninaut, aunouuees 
that In accordance with the; decision of 
the labor lenders a general strike hns 
been begun in the coal mines, glass works 
and factories of the central districts, in- 
eluding Marlemont and Basconp. 

Advices from Llegc say that a general 

strike has been started In the coul mines 

of the Scralng district, and nt tlie Ivcttlu 

] foundries at Solessin. The quarry men of 

the Ainblcve Valley also bare struck. 

From Mens troops have started for dif- 
ferent points In the Borlnnge district. At 
Cucsmcs, a town In the Province of Hal- 
naut, 5,000 strikers assembled around 
the state arsenal with tlie object ot stop- 
ping work. The weavers ot Ghcut nre 
ceasing work, and a general strike ot the 
wearing, trade will Ifc declared. The 
great strike lias begun nt Charleroi, 
i where 15,000 of. the 40,000 coal miners 
have stopped work. 

A general strike has been declared In 
most of the large boot and shoe factories. 
Adequate measures have been taken to 
enable the soldiers to rc-cu force the - po- 
lice ntn moment's notice nt any point 
required.- As a similar strike ordered In 
1800 very nearly put a stop to all Indus- 
trial activity in Belgium, the threat Is 
Bertons. Behind It lies the still mora se- 
rious menace of an actual revolt, for the 
more ho-t-hended socialists are ripe for 
action, and It Is a question whether King 
Leopold's conscript army would be loyal 
to him as against tlie strikers. 

Altogether the situation Is typical uf a 
welt-dc lined tendency In those States 
wherein monarchical or arlstocrnt'c forms 
exist side by side with a strong popular 
Impulse toward absolute democracy. As 
the present crisis may mark a turning 
point In the general evolution of the uni- 
versal-suffrage principle, it will be well 
worth watching. •»

EXPENSIVE CORONATIONS. 

That u r tb« T-fttat cur «f Unsafe 

Cots •10,000,000. 

It may be of Interest to point out at 
this Ume that the most eipenslve cor- 
onation on record was that of the prea- 
en ctar of Hutils. Upward of |1B.<H»,- 
000 wai spent by the government alone 
and fully another 15,000,000 by the pub- 
lic authorities- of varlouH Runlan 
towns. The representatives of other 
powers vied with each other in lavish 
outlays and, counting the sums spent 
by other persons, the coronation of 
Nloholao II. cannot have lost much less 
than 916,000,000. 

The coronation of Csar Nicholas I. 
was also a very expensive .affair. The 
then duke of Devonshire was the Brit- 
ish representative, and he spent fully 
$150,000 of his' own money In-connec- 
tlon with It. The coronation or George 
IV. was the moBt- expensive In English 
annals and this cost only 912,600,000. 
Of this amount »U»5.000 was expended 
an- the coronation robe and 9225,000 on 
the crown. * 

The cost of the coronation of George 
III. did not amount to half that of the 
coronation, of Gerge IV. The whole 
coat'of the coronation, of William IV. 
amounted to only 9150,000 and that of 
Queen Vlctorln to 9350,000.— Philadel- 
phia Bulletin, -

News' of seYOTo fighting. Jp the 'Trans- 
vaal at the end :Of last week has been 
lent to London by Lord Kitchener, who 
reports tbnt about 200 Boers were killed, 
wounded or captured, There were about 
■ hundred British casualties. The- Brit- 
ish also captured three guns and a con- 
siderable quantity of supplies. Com-, 
mandant potgicter- was among the Boers 
killed. ' , 

In a. dispatch dated at Fretoria Lord 
Kitchener recounts bow Col. Golcnbran- 
dcry after finding' Commandant Beyer's 
langer at'Fzel Kop, moved Ida force by 
different routes from rtelersburg, Trans- 
vaal Colony, blocking the principal Hues 
ot retreat. The fighting was begun April 
frV when the Inulskltllng Fusiliers attack- 
ed Mollp3poort, covering the Bocrposl- 
ttbn, niid nt dusk •bad seized a hill cast- 
ward ot the I'oort,. nf(or considerable op- 
iiosltlqn, resulting iu Col. .Murray being 
wounded n'nd Iileut. Lincoln being killed. 
Another o Hi cor and five men were wound- 
ed. Since then. operations have continued 
dally. Colcnbrandor's latest report, April 
32, gave the Boer losses lu killed, wouud- 
cd and prisoners nt 100 men. 
. The most severe figlitlug occurred April 
■11 In western Trans van J, where Gen. Ian 
Hamilton lias replaced Gen. Mcthucn in 
cammnud -of the British troops; The 
Boers nttneked Col. Kekowich's force 
near Bool wa I, and fighting' at closo quar- 
ters ensued. The Boers were repulsed, 
leaving on the field forty-four men kill- 
ed, Including Commandant Botglcter, and 
thirty-four wounded, The British cap- 
tured twenty uuwounded prisoners. 

According to last accounts Gen. Inn 
Hamilton was pursuing the remainder of 
the Boer command. The British losses 
In this fight were six men killed and fifty- 
two wounded. At the beginning of the 
pursuit Col. Kckcwicb captured two 
guns, a pompon, a quantity of ammuni- 
tion nnd a number of wagons, 

A force of Boots recently overwhelmed 
a strong British patrol sent out from 
Bultfontcin, Orange Blvcr Colony, to 
dear distant farms. An officer and two 
men were killed, fourteen ■ men were 
wounded and the remaining members of 
the pntrol were surrounded nnd captured. 
Lord Kitchener mentions holding an In- 
quiry tnto this reverse. 

It Is said that the communication of 
the Boer leaders to. Lord Kitchener, 
Which was heralded as a pence proposal, 
amounted to little more than a request 
for permission to use the cable in con- 
sulting Mr. Krttgc'r and tho Boer dele- 
gates In Europe regarding a basis for a 
peace settlement. 

MAJOR WALLER IS FREE. 



Acquitted of the Cburaa of Killing 
Natives of Samnr "Without Trial. 
M nj. L. W. T. Waller, commander of 
tho marine corps, who was court mar- 
tinted at Manila on the charge of ex- 
ecuting natives of tbc Island of Samar 
without trial, has been acquitted. The 
court stood eleven to two for the acquit- 
tal of Waller. Tbc trial consumed many 
days and a mass of evidence was sub- 
mitted. 

Moj. Waller led, an expedition across 
the Island of Samnr and he' nnd members 
of bin command suffered Inconceivable 
hardships, many of the men dying. Tbc 
natives, it Is alleged, proved treacherous 
and some were summarily shot by order 
of Mnj. Waller. Charges were preferred 
against Maj. Waller aud a court martial 
ordered to try him, 

Gen. Smith, the commander in Snmnr, 
testified that be gavo no orders to Mnj. 
Waller to kill. This testimony wns llnt- 
ly contradicted by. Maj. Waller and re- 
ceived corroborative evidence. Maj. Wal- 
ler declared that Gen. Smith bad said to 
blm: 

,"I wish you to kill aud burn. The more 
you kill tho more you will please me. 
The Interior of Samar must be made a 
bowling wilderness. Kill every native 
over 10 years old."

The New York Board of Health Fin A It 
Contain* A htm and Rock* Dec1«r# It '* 
Danseroup to Health and Dump ' 'J'. 
It Into tha Blvcr. , ' 

The New York papers report that the 
Health Department-, of ' that city has 
seized as dangerous to health nearly: 
two tons of cheap mixtures sold ■ for 
baking powders and dumped therh Into 
the offal, scow to bo destroyed. More 
of the powder was found In a Sixth are; 
nue: department store. The report of tha 
analysis of tho Health Department 
stated that It was "an alum baking 
powder" containing, alum and pulver- 
ized rock. ■ 

The different Health Authorities seem 
to have different' wnyB of repressing the 
sale of bad baking powders. In Eng- 
land they have prosecuted the grocers 
under the general law and" broken up 
the truffle. In Missouri the sale of alum 
baklngpowder la actually prohibited by 
law. In New York they seize the un- 
wholesome stuff and cast It. Into the 
river, without any discussion. The lat- 
ter way la certainly effective. - 

The alum baking powders are usually 
offered at' a low price, ' ten to twenty 
cents a pound, or with some prize, as a 
temptation to the housewife. 

Consumers can protect themselves by 
buying only high-grade baking powder 
.of established mi mo and reputation. 
Do not be tempted by the grocer to 
talco something ciae as "Just as good" 
or "our own brand," for the trials show 
that, the grocer himself is often de- 
celved'by unscrupulous makers and Is 
selling an alum powder without know- 
lug It. 

There ore 'several good powders on 
the market; let the housekeeper insist 
on having what she knows is right, 
and "ot be induced to risk the life of 
the family for an Imaginary saving of

Dillingham concluding" his remarks and 
Mr. Stewart nnd, Mr. Hoar stating their' 
objections to the hill, Mr. Stewart said 
he would Vote for the measure If it was 
the. best that could be obtained, as he 
favored the exclusion ot Chinese laborers, 
but he was;opposed to many of Its provis- 
ions.

McLaurln hold thnt the drastic provis- 
ions of the pending bill would cut off 
America's cotton trade with Oblim and 
wreck the cotton Industry of the South'.

Few readers of history remember, 
anrJ many have' never known, how 
near the revolution lata may have been 
at one time to 'a dictatorship, a cen- 
tralized and arbitrary foruTof power 
diametrically opposed to the Declara? 
tlon of Independence, under which the 
patriots were at war with Great Bri- 
tain: The history of a man and a 
vital episode that may have stood be- 
tween the revolutionists and a desper- 
ate resort to this form of government, 
Is set forth la the Philadelphia Tlecord, 
primarily to do credit to a historical 
personage whom the encyclopedias of 
latest publication' are giving; hat mere 
mention or omitting altogether. 

Archibald Cary, revolutionary sol- 
dier, advanced to the rank of colonel, 
was a conspicuous member of the Vir- 
.Xlnin 'legislature. He was the llrat 
president of the senate of that state. 
At the period when the American |m-^ 
trlotti were 'most depressed, when New 
York and Fort Washington were in the 
linhds or British, when the .commander 
In chief was sorely pressed In New Jer- 
sey, there was a temporary lack of ad- 
hesion and unity in the ranks. It -wan 
at thin time that -there whs news of a 
proposed dictatorship, emanntlng from 
Virginia: 'There is little "of historical 
record.to support the tradition, hut there 
Is enough to show that such an extreme 
expedient, was under consideration at 
that time, and that It was even revived 
two years latar, Jefferson's "Notea on 
Virginia" mention the" movement, but 
no names are given, douhtleas because, 
as Jefferson says, all of them meant 
■ well. - • 

The I mporta rice of the pro poBal ca n 
scarcely . lie' realized at this' hite~ Jrlay 
when the originally designed republic 
has advanced In scope; in riches. In 
power and In security. Tar beyond the 
dreams or its rounders/' Bjit It waa 
vitally* significant at that lime. Vir- 
ginia was the foremost commonwealth, 
.In both men:and meaaures, and. actu- 
ally directed many of the -affairs of 
state. The plan o{ a dictatorship was 
^advanced in the Virginia house of del- 
"egates, That body was divided on r tha 
subject/and feeling ran high. The pro- 
posed, dictator was no other than the 
great patriot, Patrick Henry, who, al- 
though he 1b not said actually to have 
sanctioned the scheme, Is not on. rec 
ord as having opposed It until after Its 
enormity. .was brought before him with 
startling' emphasis. 

One day Archibald Gary, at thai 
time president of the seriate, and one 
of the' moat potential (Igurea of Vlr 
glnla, met Col, Synie, a atep-bother of 
Patrick' Henry, and gave him this raea 
sage; 

"Sfr^-I am told your brother wishes 
to be dictator. Tell him from me that 
the day of his appointment shall he the 
day of his death,. Tor_ he shall find my 
"dagger .In his heart" before sunset of 
that day," 

The Incident, caused a great sensa 
tlon. The news reached Patrick Hen 
ry, and he hastened to 'deny the ambl 
Mono attributed him and In his denial 
bad the support of all his frlehda, But 
the supposition of his acquiescence hall 
fired Gary of Ampthlll, also called "Old 
Iron," and the latter.fwlth hls'tragifl 
emphaslsrhad awakened the bouse ot 
delegates to the gravity of the danger 
to which they had exposed the causa 
of liberty. The scheme of establishing 
a dictatorship was denied on every 
hand, and even those who had openly 
advocated lt hastened to make amends, 
Public ,temper, which, had 1 been la a 
fair condition to.be inceptive to delu* 
slon; but whatever the cuuae. It was 
averted by Archibald Cary," whose serv- 
ices, even if only presumptively of a 
life-saving Character, make him 
worthy to be ranker! among. the great 
revolutionary . heroea.

There remains In some quarters an 
Impression that In his personal man- 
lier and address Abraham Lincoln was 
too brusquely, sometimes even offen- 
sively, familiar with his daily associ- 
ates, but certainly no person could ap- 
pear less so throughout alt his corre- 
spondence and nlllclal utterances. Even 
In Informal and purely personal niat- 
trs his numerous notes and telegrams 
to his closest frlends.were always most 
respectful and dignified, ir anything 
toostlftly formal v 

Periodically a story goes the rounds 
of the public press in which the presi- 
dent addresses his secretary of war an 
"Dear Stanton," directing him to ap- 
point a certain man chaplain in the 
army. In due course Stu'ulon re- 
plies: 

"Derir Mr. Lincoln: He is not a 
preacher." 

There Is further correspondence be- 
tween "Dear Stanton" nnd "Dear Mr. 
Lincoln" on the subject. Anally culinl 
nating in Stanton refusing point blank 
to appoint the president's friend to the 
chaplaincy. This 1b to show how yield- 
ing Lincoln was, and nt the same time 
Stanton's masterful position In the 
cabinet. 

Now, there is Internal evidence that 
nothing, of this kind ever .happened. 
In the first place, the president- and 
not tils secretary of war appointed all 
the chaplains in the regular army; 
secondly, Mr. Stanton was never ad- 
dressed liy the president as "Dear 
Stanton" on. any occasion whatever. 
Lincoln's correspondence Is proof pos- 
itive of this. It also pretty clearly in- 
dicates tli at if Lincoln bad a friend 
be desired to appoint to an office he 
wojj^d have done it very quickly de- 
spite Mr. Stanton's opposition. 

In fact, Lincoln nevef started even 
the most hasty note "Dear Seward,* ' 
or "Dear. Stanton," or "Dear Halleck." 
as under the circumstances at times 
m I gift have been cl early perm Issl hi e. 
They were almost Invariably addressed 
"Hon. Secretary of State, Sly Dear 
Sir," or "Hon, Secretary, of War," or 
"Major General Halleck," or, it Ih'e 
name was used It was "Hon. William 
H. Steward," or "Hon. Edwin M. Stan- 
ton," as the case might be. exactly aa 
they are quoted In this article, "which 
are typical of his whole .correspond- 
ence. 

Lincoln was too serious a man him- 
self, Bays Leslie J, Perry in Ljpplh- 
cott's, "to Imagine that he could with 
Impunity underrate the dignity of bth- 
ers,
